rr» HE wo rld, that is, o ur wo rld, that green and 
i go ld expanse cradled between two vast o ceans, 
J* remembering that Mo nday is April 6. 
Only tho .se who were very yo ung nineteen years 
ago Mo nday lo o k at the calendar with unremem- 


bo ring eyes. 
Tho se o f us who were men and wo men o n April 
6, 1917, kno w that darkness that 
hung 
o ver the 
mildness o f April, to 
make it 
seem a 
ho rrible 
thing in the midst o f spring. 
Never will we fo rget that April day. 
It is well 
that we do no t. 
Wars are strange and

lightened. 
But men can’t live fo rever thinking o f the past. 
They demand a retreat to assuage tho se memo ries. 
The present must go o n, 
like a 
sho w, and the 
character» must 
be 
co medians as well as trage- 


' dum.s. 
Which means o nly that April do es no t represent 
war alo ne. A 
century ago , it meant o ne o f the 
mo st humo ro u.s vo lumes ever published came fro m 
the Engli.sh presses. 
It meant that in its rambling 
aeco unt.s o f amusing characters a yo ung man, o nly 
twenty-five was 
ho isting hinw 'lf to the Shakes­ 
pearean level as an English writer. March 31 was 
the exact date o f publicatio n, but many o bserv- 
ance.s ar« planned fo r April. 
And that vo lume ha.s pro ved a retreat fo r many 
« harassed so ul, o verco me by to o weighty perso nal 
o r so cial 
pro blems. 
He 
has 
read o f Tupman, 
Winkle, and 
Sno dgrass--laughed—and 
his 
bur­ 
dens have been lighter. 
It is this mo nth and this year that the lo vers 0? 
the Pickwick papers are o bserving the centenary 
o f publicatio n. 
Fello wships are meeting here and 
In Lo ndo n in o bservance o f the anniversary; co l- 
kxrto rs who have been able to secure a "first” o f 
the cho ice vo lume perm it the cho sen to gaze at it. 


' “PRINTING presses are wo rking o vertime to bring 
.. 
new bo o ks to the sho ps and, 
incidentally, to 
yo ur library. It is lo o so o n to kno w, o f 
co urse, 
what is 
to endure; 
what will be in to mo rro w's 
waste. 
Bo o k.s, like pro phets 
and state.smen, gain 
witli a lo ng distance view. 
There are a tho usand 
effo rts between bo ards, but it is po ssible no t o ne 
o f that tho usand will be remembered a do zen years 
hence; o ne o ut o f a much greater number will be 
celebrated o n its hundredth birthday. 
There is so little gauge fo r permanent success. 
Beautiful pro se might 
be 
selected fo r the rule; 
but it may be pro se with faint meaning. 
Intense 
characterizatio n 
might 
fo rm the rule o f thumb; 
but the characters may be unwo rthy to live. So und 
do ctrine 
might be 
the basis o f fictio nal perm a­ 
nence; but the do ctrine may be no mo re than the 
tilt at a windmill within a decade. 
A sto ry o n a 
great so cial theme, o n a religio us struggle, o .' the 
bitter co nflict o f men against wo men, o r o r. spirit- ' 
ual 
individual 
awakening might be a co llecto r’s 
delight and a tired man’s retreat in 2036. 
But no bo dy kno ws. 
Any tyro reader kno ws that the Dickens’ plo ts 
are co nstructed lo o sely. The majo rity o f his char­ 
acters are neither wealthy no r handso me, and they 
represent all 
wa’k.s o f 
life; 
tho se o f "Pickwick 
Papers” were frankly o f the lo wer 
and middle 
classes. He was a caricaturist o f an exaggerated 
fo rm; he was a humo rist; he was an endless cre­ 
ato r; he was a refo rmer thro ugh his bo o ks. But 
o ne po ssessing all tho se qualificatio ns wo uld no t 
necessarily have o ne o f his wo rks great a hundred 
years hence. 
And so the English master creates a pro blem, 
even as he pro vides an escape.

rp H E suggestio n o f Senato r No rris that the Free­ 
man ho me.stead near 
Beatrice be 
made the 
site o f a museum to co ntain every agricultural in­ 
ventio n fro m earliest times, is o ne w'hich by all 
means sho uld be carried o ut. 
It w'ill be remem­ 
bered by tho se who visited the Century o f Pro g­ 
ress expo sitio n in Chicago , that the Henry Fo rd 
co llectio n o f o ld vehicles wa.s o ne o f the mo st in­ 
teresting 
and 
attractive exhibits at the fair. No 
visito r failed to see it. 
Similarly, a 
co llectio n 
o f 
agricultural imple­ 
ments 
fro m 
primitive times 
up to the present, 
w'o uld attract peo ple fro m all parts o f the co un­ 
try, and especially to urists who might be in this 
part o f the United States. 
They wo uld take the 
mo st intense interest in the implements their an­ 
cesto rs used in pro ducing cro ps. 
It sho uld be kno wn that utensils no w used o n 
farms are o f co mparatively recent inventio n. 
The 
first patent o n a harvester was issued to Cyrus H. 
McCo rmick in 1834, but tiie machine did no t co me 
into general use until many years afterw'ard. Tho u­ 
sands o f peo ple no w living in the 
United 
States 
can remember seeing men in fields o f grain swing­ 
ing cradlc.s. 
And after the grain had been cut it 
was hauled to barns, where it w’as flailed o ut o n 
the flo o rs; fo r the threshing machine, o r separato r, 
is no t o ld. 
The separato rs used prio r to 1840 were few and 
far between, fo r they W'ere unsatisfacto ry. 
Since 
then much pro gress has been made and in recent 
years they have been in general use in the United 
States, tho ugh no t in many o ther co untries. 
No w 
these machines are being superseded by the co m­ 
bine, especially o n tlie larger farms. 
Tho mas Jefferso n made a highly impo rtant im­ 
pro vement o n the primitive plo ws which had up to

D w i g h t G risw old, republican 
candidate for nom ination as gov­ 
ernor, 
in 
his 
first 
cam paign 
speech in Lincoln at the Lindcll 
hotel Friday night, told his au­ 
dience that the spoils sy stem in 
governm ent m ust go, 
“ G overn­ 
m ent under a purely spoils sy s­ 
tem 
eannot 
funrtion 
efficiently 
and people w ill not give support 
to that form of governm ent,’’ he 
declarod. 
The Gordon publisher also d e­ 
cried the adm inistration’s policy 
of taxing future generations 
to 
pay for the expenses incurred in 
the prom otion of federal projects, 
“ N ebraska has operated on a pay 
as y ou go basis and I think the 
federal governm ent can w ell ac­ 
cept a like policy ,” he said. 
Not Blanket Indictment. 
G risw old 
adm itted 
that 
per­ 
haps som e of the spending done 
by the adm inistration w as neces­ 
sary . but said that the w orst part 
of the expenditures w as the un­ 
necessary 
w aste 
involved. 
He 
said that he w as not opposed to 
agricultural 
loans, 
or 
any thing 
spent for the benefit of future 
generations. 
Grisw old stated that the people 
w ere entitled to criticize the huge 
projects begun w hich are not of 
any particular benefit.
